HUSBAND AND WIFE ARRESTED. 


ALEX CARPENTER AND SPOUSE 
SAY THEY CAN EXPLAIN. 


Complainant Declares He Was Trapped 
by Strangers and at the Point of 
Knife and Pistol Made 
to Write. 


Alex. J. Carpenter and his wife Nellie, 
Mving at 210 Texas avenue, were arrested 
Wednesday afternoon by Detectives Viehle 
and Sylvia, on a charge of blackmail. 

Gustav Femm, a driver for the Ideal 
Brewery, is the complainant. He says that 
on Tuesday Morning he was directed to de- 
liver a case of beer at Carpenter's pome; 
that as soon as he was admitted to the 
house the door was locked behind him and 
Carpenter, putting a pistol to his head, 
compelled him to put down the case and sit 
at a table, on which were pen and ink. He 
says that in thunderous tones Carpenter 
accused him or wronging him and com- 
manded that he make amends, and that 
Mrs. Carpenter fortified her husband's 
threats with a big knife, which she flour- 
ished in dangerous proximity to his face. 

The driver says he realized the “help- 
lessness of his situation and agreed to do 
whatever they required of him. He declares 
he was compelled to write and sign the fol- 
lowing as his alleged confession. 


I hereby make the confession, of my own free 
will, that I wr Mr. A. J. Carpenter and 
that I was caught in the act. 


Then the driver asserts he was compelled 
to write and sign the foilowing note: 

ST. LOUIS, a 25.—I promise to pay to the 
order of A. J. Carpenter $100 in 30 days, with- 
out default. 

Femm says he never wronged Carpenter 
fm his life and that he knows nothing about 
him. As soon as he was permitted to leave 
the house he réported his extraordinary ex- 
perience to the police. Chief Desmond as- 
signed Detectives Dreble and Sylvia to the 
case. They inquired into the facts Tues- 
day night and the arrest of Carpenter and 
his wife Wednesday afternoon was the ce- 
sult.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 2%.—Gov. 
Stephens was asked this morning if he had 
any statement to make in reply to the 
testimony of Gen. R. C. Horne btfore the 
See Committee, in which Gen. Horne de- 
nounced him as an infamous Har. 

“No, I don’t believe so,’’ he replied. ‘It 
would be beneath my dignity and standard 
of manhood to pay any attentiop to him. 


It would be too much like noticing the bray- 
ings of a jackass. 

‘I understand that Horne came here yes- 
terday under the protection of a six-foot- 
three 20-pound brother and a loaded cane. 
He must have been seeking a brawl. I 
notice he didn't look me up or come around 
where I wag. I think I would have made 
it interesting for him if he had.’’ 

Gen. Horne’s friends regret vety much the 
violence of his language in referring to 
the Governor. They think his testimony 
would have had more effect if he had been 
more temperate in his language. They 
plead an extenuation that he is a very 
impetuous man and felt keenly the reflec- 
tions which the Governor had cast upon 
his veracity. He was especially angered by 
the Governor's statement on the stand that 
he had rushed into the Governor's office 
immediately after Dr. Coombs was forced 
to resign and exclaimed joyfully: “We've 
got him at last; he has resigned,’ referring 
to Dr. Coombs. ‘Gen. Horne denounced this 
as an “infamous lie’’ and both Dr. West- 
over and Dr. Dean, who were present at 
the time of the alleged occurrence, testified 
that he used no such words.

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ACID THROWN 
ON AN ENEMY 


Mrs. Mary Eckert Is Painfully 
Burned. 


MRS. MARY MEYERS ARRESTED. 


A FIERCE CONTEST BETWEIN 
SOUTH SIDE WOMEN. 


Mrs. Meyers, a Midwife, Declares She 
Threw the Acid in Self-Defense— 
Mrs. Eckert Says it Was 
Deliberate. 


Mrs. Mary Eckert of 2428 South Third 
street and Mrs. Mary E. Meyers of 321 
Marion street have been on unfriendly 
terms for the last year. The ill-feeling 
culminated Tuesday afternoon when Mrs. 
Meyers threw carbolic acid in Mrs. Eckert's 
face. Not a drop of the corrosive fluid 
was left in the bottle when Mrs. Meyers 
had finished her work. The acid did not 
flow freely enough from the mouth of the 
bottle to satisfy the enraged woman, s0 
she broke the neck off and dashed the acid 


at Mrs. Eckert. Then she flung the bottle 
itself at Mrs. Eckert, saying as she did 
it, so eye-witnesses declare: ‘There's 
more for you if that doesn’t keep you from 
telling stories.”’ 

Mrs. Eckert may loose the sight of her 
left eye. The acid has burned away much 
of her hair, and the left side of the face 
is one great blister. She suffers intense 
pain, but was able to be taken to the Four 
Courts Wednesday morning in charge of a 
serseant. 

Mrs. Eugenie Bohlmann of 156 Dorcas 
street, who was Mrs. Meyers’ companion, 
was badly burned on the hands by stray 
drops of the acid, which also ate several 
large holes in her dress. 

The acid-throwing took. place in the 
paved passage-way between 2426 and 2428 
South Third street, where the women met 
by accident, Mrs. eyers, who is a “he- 
baume,” had been cajling upon a patient at 
2426. supérintending | the maneuvers of a 
stork. which arrivedsTuesday morning with 
a baby in his bill... Mrs. Bohimann had 
gone to the place with Mrs. Meyers to ren- 
der what assistance Bhe could. 

Mrs. Bekert says that as the two women 
came down the rear Bteps of the house and 
turned from the courtyard into the passage 
she stepped out of :her kitchen door and 
hailed Mrs. Meyers 

‘“‘How do you ? 
haven't seem-yOu 
Meyers.” 

“No, you Naven't,? she says Mrs. Meyers 
replied. “T'We been wanting to see you, too, 
for you've been talking about me and some 
of my patients.” 

Mrs. Eckert says she denied having cir- 
culated any, gossip, but that the midwife 
became angry and refused to hear her ex- 
planatione.. Suddenly Mrs. Méyers struck 
her in the face, and then followed the blow 
with a dash of carbolic acid. Mrs. Eckert 
screamed, and the rear courtyard was 
crowded a second later with excited women 
and men.from the tannery and glass works 
across the street. 

Mrs. Meyers and Mrs. Bohlimann walked 
away in the midst of the disturbance. Mrs. 
Eckert wae led into the house by neighbors 
and Dr. J. D. Grant of 212 Sidney street 
was sent for. He came and dressed Mrs. 
Exckert’s burns. 

Mrs. Meyers was arrested late Tuesday 
afternoon and locked up at the Second Dis- 
trict Police Station. She passed the night 
there as ball was refused. Sirs. Meyers told 
the police that Mrs. Eckert had begun the 
attack. She admitted that she and Mra 
Eckert had been at outs for a long time. 

Mrs. Eckert swore out a warrant against 
Mrs. Meyers Wednesday afternoon charging 
assault and battery. The warrant was 
served on Mrs. Meyers at the police etation. 
Her sons became her surety and she is now 
out on ball. 

Mrs. Mevers says that when she entered 
the precincts of Mre. Eckert’s home she 
was told that “several women were laying 
for her’’ and that Mrs. Eckert was to 
start the trouble. She declares she threw 
the acid wholly in self-defense.

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Mrs. Jane Tettaton, a Well-to-Do Woman of — 
Malden, and Her Four Small Children the 
Victims of Bullet and Flame and 
Her Stepson Is Arrested.

DEXTER, Mo., April 2.—Mrs. Jane Tet- 
taton, a widow. and four small children 


were last night murdered in their home at 
Malden, seventeen miles south, and to hide 
the deed the residence was set on fire and 
the bodies were partly incinerated. 

The supposed murderer, J. H. Tettaton, 
her stepson, is now under arrest and all the 
circumetances point to his gutlt. 

The Tettaton family has many influential 
members in this section, and at the death 
of Wash Tettaton, a few years ago, a large 
estate was left to be administered upon. 

J. H. Tettaton, a son, was selected as the 
administrator. The murdered woman, the 
widow of Wash Tettaton by a second mar- 
riage, and the stepmother of J. H. Tetta- 
ton, came in for a large share of the for- 
tune. Ill feeling was engendered between 
her and young Tettaton by his conduct of 
the affairs and law suits followed as a 
natural result. Yesterday she agreed, for 
a consideration of $500, to dismiss certain 
claims she held upon the lands that be- 
longed to the estate, Tettaton went to her 
home to adjust matters. This was the last 
seen of the widow and childrefi alive. About

FIGHTING MUST GO ON. 


Neither Heat Nor Rain Will Stop Gex. 
Otis’ Campaign.

WASHINGTON, April 26.—The ajtuation 
in the Philippines, particularly in the Isl- 
and of Laizon, gives some anxiety to the 
administration. 

A prominent member of the Cabinet said 
atepon that the question of the ultimate

disposition of the islands had been aband- 
oned for the present, and that henceforth 


the only question considered would be the 
suppression of the rebellion, The President, 
he eald, was wiiling to use every man of 
the reguiar army and even to call forth 
the additional 2.0% men authorized by 
Congres« should ht become necessary to put 
down the insurrection. He will not con- 
s'der the ultimate disposition or form of 
government to be granted until the rebels 
surrender unconditionally. Despite the ad- 
vent of the rainy season in the islande, the 
Presidem, after consultation with his Cabil- 
net, has issued instructions to Gen. Otis 
to vigorously prosecute the war, regardiess 
of climatic conditions, and so far as his 
forces will permit to give the rebels no op- 
portunity to reinforce themselves or gain 
food or ammunition. 

The present campaign is of great strategic 
‘Importance. It is eimilar (0 that attempted 
by Gen. McArthur at Polo and Malabon, 
which failed because of the character of 
the country through which the American 
force had to march. In the event it is suc- 
cessful in this instance, officers are claim- 
ing that it will end the war, as there will 
be no possible escape for the insurgents, 
and they will either be slaughtered or sur- 
render, 

The rebels are to be Geprived of their 
supply of powder and ammunition for the 
Mauser rifies. Admiral Dewey is now 
maintaining a s'rict blockade of the coast 
with his ee The supply for the 
rebels was coming from Singapore and 
Hong Kong and the navy will attempt to 
Oe ail future filibustering expedi- 

ons 

During the discussion of «he situation at 
Manila at the Cabinet meeting the. Presi- 
dent stated that he was being urged to cal! 
for the additional 35,000 volunteers author- 
ized by Congress He stated that he dia 
not believe it was nec essary at this time 
and that he did not desire to organize this 
provisional army if it could by any possible 
means be prevented, 

With the exception of Secre‘ ary Alger it 
con be stated that every member of the 

Cabinet is in favor of calling forth the 
volunteers. In addit'on to the ativice of 
these o iclala the President is daily being 
besieged By callers and :elegrams from pub- 
lic men who are pleading with him to call 
out the volunteers. 

The belief is expressed at the War De- 
partment that the desire for the. cajl 
of the volunteers is being voiced by pub- 
lic men solely for the purpose of providing 
commissions for influential men. Gen. Otis 
has expressed his opinion that hé can deal 

with the situation with 30,000 men. Secre- 
tary Alger has promised him that he shall 
have this number and that his army ehall 
consist of the flower of the regulars.

It was 
said on excellent authority that the Fili- 
pino combination in the upper body had 
been’ broken by the desertion 6f President 
Meier. In support of this attention was 
called to the appointment of Cen. Neison 


Cole as Park Commissioner. This wus ihe 
greatest surprise of the occasi yn. 

Gen. Cole's name had not ftigured in any 
of the nnmerous lists of possible appoin‘ees 
and even Wednesday doubt was expressed 
as to whether he would accepr. It is 
hardly possible that Mr. Ziegenhein woulkd 
have named him without his full consent. 
The Mayor refuses 6 discuss the slate, and 
to all queries regarding Gen. Cole he asks 
back if the appointment is not a good one. 
Gen. Coie .served in the Council with Mr. 
Meier and a prominent administration 
member of the House of Delegates is the 
authority for the statement :hsat Mr. Meier, 
heretofore a beliicose Filipino, requesied 
the apoointment, and having efecured it 
pledged his aid to put the siate through. 

There are too many unexpected names 
on the lists to gauge the Council’s action— 
too many private deals are suggested. A 
fight is certain in the confirmation of Dr- 
Max C. Starkloff for Heaith Commission- 
er, and of Hiram Lloyd for Building Com- 
missioner, ancient enemies of the combine. 
Wiliam M. Kinsey for Police Judge in the 
First District is expected to have trouble 
in getting through. ~It was over Mr. Kinsey 
that the Mayor's trouble with the Council 
started last fall, when his hame was sent 
in as City Attorney. 

A rocky road is also said to be in front 
of Edward Filad, named for Water Com- 
missioner. 

In addition to being one of the city’s best 
engineers, Mr. Holman, the present Com- 
missioner, is strong before the Council, and 
it was said Wednesday by a high city offi- 
cial that the Council would insist.upon Mr.

TRIBUTE TO A MIGHTY BOSS. 


AMBASSADOR PAUNCEFOTE AND 
SPEAKER REED IGNORED. 


Followers of the Chieftain Surgeda 
Upon the Deck to Grasp the Hand 
of the Man Who Has Defied 
the Mazet Investigators. 


NDBW YORK, April 2%.—Richard Croker 
eailed for England at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing on the American liner New York. 
Speaker Thomas B. Reed sailed on the 
game ship. Mr. Croker considers Mr. Reed 
one of the nicest men he ever met and likes 
to listen to his stories. 

Mr. Croker engaged a special suite that 


cost $550. It is No. 7 on the port side of the 
promenade deck. It is furnished in light 
oak and blue plush. The gsulte consists of 
a bedroom, sitting room and bath room. In 
the sitting room is a lounge hidden by 
heavy blue curtains a little buffet and a 
writing desk. The entire suite is no larger 
than the average sized bedroom in a flat. 
but it is about four times as large as an 
ordinary stateroom, such as is occupied by 
Mr. Reed, who is a much larger man than 
Mr. Croker. 

Mr. Croker’s sister and niece occupy a

Just before sailing Mr. Croker was asked 
if the story that O. H. P. Belmont had 
tried to bring about harmony between him 
and Wm. J. Bryan was true and he replied 
that no such thing had occurred. Mr. 
Bryan is a nice enough fellow personally,’’ 
he sald, “but his 16 to 1 idea won't do. I 
don't believe Democrats should be shut 
out of their party for not accepting it.

NEED OF SMALL BILLS. 


Roberts Explains That the Shortage 
Does Not Mean Lack of Money. 
NDW YORK, April 2.—United States 
Treasurer Ellis H. Roberts, who js on a 
business trip to this city, in talking last 
night of the scarcity of bills of small de- 


nominations throughout the country, said: 
‘This back of small bills !s due in some 
rts of the ccuntry to the fact that the 
nkers don’t take the trouble to send in 
their bills of large denominations an] gvt 
small ones in exchange. This is the cuse 
nearly everywhere except in: the larger 
cities of the East and in the Northwestern 
tates. In the Northwest there has been 
such a wave of prosperity during the last 
ae years that the bankers and merchants 
ve had no occasion to send their money 
East, as they did in previous years. They 
are rich enough to keep their money at 
home. 
“The reason we cannot issue the smaller 
Dilis as fast as the bunkers want them is 
ause we are restricted by law. The law 
allows us to issue only $346,000,000 in United 
tate notes, and the silver certificates are 
restricted by the number of standard dol- 
ars neld in the treasury. We are now 
printing only smal! bills and have a big 
supply on hand, but cannot issue them be- 
cause of the restrictions. So the only re- 
course for the banks that want small Dilis 
is to wend in large bills in exchenge for 
In the ten sub-treasuries throughout 
the oh ak there is now $242,000.00 in id, 
but only $18,000,000 in paper. Although there 
is a shortage of smal) bills in circulation, 
the treasury was never richer in funds than 
it is at the present time.”

TELIS THE JURY THE STORY OF 
HIS CLIENT'S FALL. 


The State’s Attorney Comes In for a 
Share of Denunciation for His 
Part in Attempting to Fix 
the Crime on Mrs. George.

CANTON, O., April %.—The old Latin 
motto “Of the dead nothing but good, 
was fairly set at defiance by Mrs, Anna E. 
George’s attorney. The memory of Presi- 
dent McKinley's brother-in-law, George D. 


Gaxton, was heaped with fires of bitter- 
ness in the summing up of the defendant s 
lawyers. From the pathetic and tearful 
story of this beautiful womans downfall 
che argument turned swiftly to the person- 
ality of Saxton. And it is many @ day since 
the walls of Stark County's courthouse 
echoed back such: shafts of tirade and with- 
ering sarcasm. The vocabulary of invec- 
tives seemed fairly exhausted Monday in 
the speech of Mr. Grant for the State. 
For five hours Lawyer James Sterling 
classed Gaxton as the embodiment of ail 
that was evil. Nor did he fail to deal hard 
thrusts to Mr. Grant, who was Saxtons 
closest friend. iMr. Sterling was once 4 
Methodist preacher. Now he is a lawyer 
and an agnostic. 

His shysiaue is not imposing, but he has 
a high, broad forehead, indicative of un- 
usual mentality and a face cut in the 
clean, distinct lines of the cameo. His 
voice is not etrong, but it is clear. He 
lacks the dramatic force of ‘Mr. Grant, but 
he is bolder in his use of cutting phrases. 
He excels in bitterness rather than in 
sympathy, and indeed it was only the plain- 
tive appeal of the surroundings—the de- 
fendant weeping with her two sons by her 
side—that gave full effect to ‘Mr. Sterling's 
struggle for the sympathy. of the audience. 

This audience was the same old crowd 
of onlookers that have persistentiy attend- 
ed the trial for two weeks. More women 
were present than usual. ‘Many of them 
were well dreseed and attractive in ap- 
earance. Gome of them wept aloud as 
Mr. Sterling recited the history and arts 
ef the seducer. Their eyes turned with 
pitying glances to the woman who sat 
weeping before them. 

Mrs. George fairly broke down and at 
the end of the day was quite different from 
the bright-faced smiling woman who came 
to the courtroom in the morning. She wa 
smartly dressed. She wore a blue ana 
brown etriped silk waist, a dark blue skirt 
and a lace hat with two large wings. A 
feather boa was about her neck. She sat 
listless and unmoved while Mr. Sterling 
in a dry, lawyerlike way, went over the 
evidence of the State punctuating weak 
points here and there. 

She lifted her handkerchief to her face 
when he referred to the once happy home 
and the children, and finally she sobb 
aloud, her body quivering with emotion.

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TAX FRANCHISES. 


An object lesson in the enormous value of street railway 
franchises is found in the Metropolitan system of New York. 

This system comprises 227 miles of road operated by horse, 
electric and cable power. The current market value of the 
securities is $209,153,380. The whole outfit, including tracks, 
real estate and equipment, could be duplicated for $35,000,000, 
leaving a franchise actual value of $174,153,380. 

This franchise value of such properties measures the pub- 
lic interest in them, and th> revenues derived from such in- 
terest ought to go into:the public treasury.

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CARPET CLEAN BR.+The following 
preparation is for cleaning carpets or drug- 
gets that are the worse from the soil and 


rease ground into them from service ina 

dining room or kitchen: Take one pound 
of white castile soap, one half gallon of 
rain water, two ounces of borax, two 
ounces of saltpeter and three ounces of 
aqua ammonia. Boil the soap, saltpeter 
and borax in the water far 10 minutes, then 
add the ammonia. Use as you would soap, 
but freeiy, in scrubbing or rubbing the 
soiled widths of carpets, rinse thoroughly, 
and rub as dry as possible. 


TO CLEAN LACE CURTAINS.—First 
shake the curtains until no more loose dust 


will shake off, then put them into a good, 
warm soap-suds and let them remain 24 
hours. Now pour off the suds and put them 
into fresh, clean suds, each time squeezing 
the lace in parts when dipping it over anda 
over again, Do not rub the lace on a board 
nor pound it violently in the tub, but keep 
on renewing the suds and squeezing the 
fabric until clean, Now rinse in two clear 
waters, and finally in starch-water made 
by adding one gallon of moderately thick 
starch to one gallon of clear or bluc water. 
This process of starching gives a more even 
result than the ordinary method. Stiffly 
etarched curtains are never used now. nor 
is bluing commonly used—creaming tints 
being preferred. Curtains are more easily 
dried, of course, on regular stretchers, in 
lieu of which they must be shaken out, the 
edges all pulled out and shaped with the 

ngers, and then pinned down on sheets on 
he floor, a pin holding each acallop in its 
yroper place. Two curtains (if alike) may 
Be put down with one pinning, one over tne 
other. 

TO STOP CRACKS—To stop cracke in 
the flooring the following plan is recom- 
mended: Gather up all the letters from 
the waste-paper basket until there is a big 
bag full—enough to stuff a couple of sofa 
cushions. Set the edie or the willing mem- 
bers of the family to shred into bits the 
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paper harvest. This accomplished, pile 
the tatters into a pot with water and cook 
it. To every quart of paper and water add 
a handful of gum arabic and let the whole 
simmer to an intensely thick cream. The 
sequence is easily guessed. The mixture 
must be put hot in the cracks, well packed 
and carefully smoothed down. 


HOT TAMALES.—‘Hot tamales” is a 
Mexican dish consisting of a highly sea- 
soned chopped meat and corn mush mix- 
ture rolled and tied up in green corn husks 
and boiled or steamed from three-quarters 
of an hour to an hour. The proportion of 
meat and mush is half and half. The sea- 
soning? Anything or everything that Mex- 
icans love, or simply salt and plenty of 
pepper. In the Mexican recipes the sea- 
sonings include red or green peppers boiled 
till soft, chopped garlic, tomatoes, ground 
chillies, boiled eggs, olives, «raisins, cucum- 
bers, etc. The mush is made very rich by 
the addition of a cupful of melted lard 
added to the water in which the tamales 
are boiled. 


VBGETARIAN BEPFSTEAK, WITH 
MUSHROOMS.—Toast three small slices of 
bread, crush the edges and lay on a @ish. 
Put into a lined saucepan half a pint of 
milk, saltspoonful of salt and generous 
pinch of cayenne, mace and cloves; let 
come te a boil and add teaspoonful of 
Worcestershire sauce, pour over the toast 
and let gtand 15 minutes. Take up the 
bread carefully with a cake turner and slip 
into a pan of boiling fat. Lucca oil is best 
for frying these steaks, and if perfectly 
fresh will not taste in the least. When 
browned on ‘both sides take out of pan 
with cake turner, put on hot dish, drain 
all the fat from the pan and put in a cup- 
ful of milk; thicken with one well-beaten 
egz. While the steaks are frying broil in 
the oven half-pound of fresh mushrooms 
or half-can if canned are used. Put them 
on the steaks and pour the sauce over. 
Serve hot. This is a very delicious dish 
and will be preferred to meat for spring or 
summer breakfast.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 2.—One 


stratagem resorted to in the present Legis- 
lature of Missouri whose object was ta se- 


cure the right to consolidate corporations, 
having failed because of exposure by the 
Post-Dispatch, friends of such legisiation 
are trying another, which, if it succeeds, 
will grant the largest privileges to street 
railway corporations. They will be per- 
mitted to consolidate as much as they 
choose; they will be granted the right of 
eminent domain and will have the right to 
condemn private property for rights of way 
and for depots, terminals and power-house 
sites. In other words, they willbe given 
precisely the same privileges and standing 
under the law thet steam railroads now 


enjoy: and there will be nothing to prevent 

a Brent Street Railway Trust in Missouri. 

The stratagem that is being employed 
now uses the Revision Committee as an in- 
strument. The measure which grants these 
powers to street railways is a part of re- 

vised bill No. 8, which embraces the chap- 
ter on street railways... As originally 
drafted the bill was intended to be intro- 
duced as a separate measure, as is shown 
by the markings on it, but its friends evi- 
dently feared so open a course. So they 
presented the bill to the Joint Committee 
on Private Corporations, with a request 
that it be considered and inserted in the 
revision of the chapter on street railways. 

Judge Priest of St. Louis apres re be- 
fore the joint committee for the bill, and 
after his argument it was reported to the 
joint Committee on Revis:on favorably. 
The joint Committee on Revision passed 
upon it favorably, although a minority op- 
posed it. It was reported to the Senate fa- 
vorably yesterday by Senator Morton, the 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Pri- 
vate Corporations. 

That part of the bill which enlarges the 
rights and powers of street railroads is as 
follows: 

Every Comperation formed under the pro- 
visions of this act shall have power, first: 
To construct or maintain and operate its 
railroad along, across or over the streets 
of any incorporated city or town or the 
roads of any county; provided, the consent 
thereto of the municipal authorities of such 
city or town or the County Court is first 
obtained; provided, municipal authorities of 
either cities or towns shall not grant the 
right of way over, along or across any 
street without the consent of the property 
owners owning a majority tn front feet of 
the property fronting on such street where 
such read is proposed to be constructed. 
Second, To operate its road by animal, ca- 
ble, electric or other motive power, as the 
consent of the use of which said power 
may be obtained from the public authori- 
ties of such city, town or county. Third, 
To receive and collect such fares for the 
transportation of persons, express and 
malis as may be provided in the said con- 
sent of said public authorities of such city, 
town or county, given as aforesaid. Fourth, 
To acquire by grant or condemnation a 
right of way not to exceed § feet in width 
over private property, and to construct or 
maintain and operate its read thereon. 
Fifth, To exercise the power of eminent 
domain to the same extent and in the 
same manner as steam railroad companies, 
whenever and wherever necessary to ex- 
tend or comnpiote its route or acquired de- 
pots, power-house sites or terminals. Sixth, 
To issue bonds payable in such amount and 
at such times and places as it deems best, 
and may dispose of the same for the pur- 
poses of its incorporation, and to secure 
payment of the same may mortgage its 
property, real and personal, and also the 
franchises of the company. Seventh, To 
purchase, lease or acquire by other law- 
ful contract, which shall include the right 
to purchase the capital stock and bonds of 
other street railroad companies, and to 
hold and dispose of the same, and to hold. 
use and operate any street railroad or 
roads, wit and singular, its, or their, 
franchises and ,properties of every descrip- 
tion belonging to any other street railroad 
corporation or corporations; provided, that 
such purchase, lease or other contract be 
authorized or approved by the vote of the 
holders of two-thirds in amount of the cap- 
ital stock of the company so purchasing, 
leasing or otherwise contracting therefor 
at a meeting called for that purpose upon 
2 days’ notice published in some newspa- 
per of the city or county where the gez- 
eral office of such street railroad company 
may be located, or by written notice mailed 
to the last known address of each regis- 
tered stockholder 20 days before such 

meeting. Eighth, To sell, lease or dispose 

ef by any other lawful contract, to any 
other street railroad company, its rallroad 
rights, franchises, including the right to be 
a corporation, and all and singular its 
other properties of every character and 
description; provided, that such sale, lease 
or other contract disposing of its railroad, 
franchises and other properties shall be 
first authorized or approved by the vote of 
two-thirds in amount of the holders of its 
capital stock at a regular or called meet- 
ing of its stockholders convened pursuant 
to such notice, as is required tn the next 
receding clause. Ninth, To have and en- 
oy all such powers and franchises as are 
usually had, enjoyed and exercised by 
street raflroad companies in addition to 
the powers hereinbefore enumerated.

Chief Wilkie Gays That the Intended 
Arrests Have Been Made, but the 
Seizure of Cigars Continues 
All Over the Country. 


PHILADDLPHIA, Pa., April 2%.—Secret 
service men now estimate that $400,000 
worth of fraudulent revenue stamps were 
used by Jacobs and Kendig, the tobacco 
manufacturers under arrest for complicity 
in the great counterfeiting scheme. The 
books of the Jacobs’ factory, so far as ex- 
amined, already show, by difference be- 
tween the number of cigare manufactured 
and the number reported to the revenue 
office, that the government has lost $126,000 


ransactions in this factory alone. 
a Ai annual output of Jacobs factory was 
23,000,000 cigars, and of Kendig's factory 
100,000. (During the four and a half years 
in which the counterfeit stamps were used 
almost exclusively the number of cigars 
manufactured exceeds 103,000,000. Allowing 
3,000,000 stamped with genuine stamps it 
required 2,000,000 “SO” stamps before the 
product could be sold. 
The internal revenue on manufactured 
cigars is $3.60 a thousand. On the 2,000,000 
on boxes the revenue would have been 
000, The cost of pap2r, :nk and platcs 
.for printing the bogus siamps was Compar- 
@iively small. In addition to this large 
usage of the counterfeit stamps, it is the 
belief of the revenue officials and the 
secret service men that other manufactur- 
rs may have been in collusion with 
acobs and Kendig and may have bought 
their stamps. 


Kendig was brought to Philadelphia :hjs 
morning and before his depe ‘ture, speak- 
ing of the alleged connection of former 
United States District Attorney Ingham 
and his law partner, ex-Assistant United 
States District Attorney Newitt, witn the 
scheme, said the last bribe money paid 
out was to those two, ani that the amoun; 
was $3000. 

lt was divulged to~lay that W. M. Jacobs 
the alleged chief of the counterfeiters, had 
‘made an unsuccessful attempt to bribe 
-tanother Deputy Internal Revenue Collector 
‘before approaching Collector Downey, who 
Was arrested Mondaey. Aldus C. Herr, 
formerly a clerk for Jacobs, became 6us- 
picious that everything was not right and 
resigned. A year later he was appointed 
@ deputy collector. Jacobs then called on 
him and asked if any secret service men 
were in Lancaster, and proposed that Herr 
should keep him posted as much as possible 
of their purpose. The officer said: 

“Mr. Jacobs, you must remember I am 
@ eworn officer of the law.”

POLICE BOARD ORDERED TO KEEP 
WITHIN APPROPRIATIONS. 


PROBATIONARIES MUST GO. 


More Than One Hundred Men Are to 
Be Dropped From the Rolls Un- 
less There Is a Special Ap- 
propriation. 


Unless the Municipal Assembly comes to 
the relief of the Police Deportment with a 
liberal appropriation before Saturday more 
than 100 men will be dropped from the po- 
lice force and the present force will become 
so entirely inadequate that the department 
Can hardly be expected to cope with the 
criminals that infest the city. 

When the pay rolls for the current month 
reached City Auditor Mason Tuesday after- 
noon the total for the month amounted to 
$68,980. The amount appropriated monthly 
by the assembly is as follows:

lt is thus seen that the pay roll for April 
was $1623.95 in excess of the appropriation. 
The pay of the 131 probationary patrolmen 
who are on the force was included in this 

ay roll, which actounts for the excess. 

“hat it was not larger is owing to the fact 
that enforced vacations were had. 

Tne City Auditor promptly sent to the 
Police Board, which was then in session, a 
communication stating that the pay roll 
would not be audited, nor would any pay 
rool in the future that footed up a greater 
amount than the $67,356.05, the. regular 
monthly allowance, be audited. 

*Heretofore the police pay rolls have al- 
ways been in excess of the appropriation 
the first months of the fisca] year, and has 
been balanced by enforced furloughs with- 
out pay during the latter end of the year. 
This excess is because of the fact that 131 
probationary patrolmen at $60 per month 
are employed by the Police Department. 
There is no provision to pay for this num- 
ber. Provision is made to carry thirty-five 
probationaries to take the place of patrol- 
men off duty because of sickness or other 
causes. But their pay must come out of the 
fund regularly allowed by the assembly. 

When information reached the board that 
all the salaries would be withheld Dr. Fors- 
ter and Dr. kner were appointed a 
committee to wait on the City Auditor. 
This consultation resulted in the agreement 
to audit the present pay roll, but positive 
announcement was made that in the future 
no pay roll in excess of the regular appro- 
priation would be allowed. 

Police officials say this is a severe blow 
at the efficiency of the police and it will be 
several months before a remedy can be 
found unless the Municipal Assembly 
comes to their relief with an emergency ap- 
propriation by the end of the week. The 
new police bill, which provides for an in- 
crease in the force and funds for payment, 
will not become a law until ninety Gaye 
after the Legislature adjourns. In the 
meantime more than 100 probationaries will 
be beheaded. 

Chief of Police Campbell takes the situa- 
tion philosophically and says the depart- 
ment will have to get along the best it can. 

‘“‘There is no provision by law for the pres- 
ent number probationary patrolmew we 
are carrying,”’ said the chief. ‘““‘These men 
were appointed by former boards and the 
present board has tried to retain them be- 
cause we needed the men. All that we can 
do, if relief be not forthcoming, is to re- 
duce the force. The probationaries must 

. There is no hope for them. But it will 
ie the force greatly. The men we will 
have to let go are doing just as good work 
as any other men on the force.

When he disappeared three weeks ago 
no suspicions were aroused, It was suUp- 
posed he had gone away for a short trip, 
although it was thought a little strange 
that he had not notified the company. 
When at the end of two weeks he did not 
return, it was necessary to get a new man 
to look after the books, and it was then 
discovered that they badly confused. 

An expert was employed, and the deeper 
he went the greater became the confusion. 

Mr. Derrickson says the simplest way for 
Quentin to have brought about a shortage 
would have been to fail to credit accounts 
which were paid and put the money in his 
pocket. An attempt is now being made to 
ascertain what foreign accounts have been 
paid and what have not. It is not believed 
there is much irregularity with the city 
accounts. 

Tuesday the Merchants’-Laclede Bank 
notified the company that Quentin had ob- 
tained $1500 from the bank on a note which 
he signed as Secretary and Treasurer of 
the company. He had auerhy to do this, 
and it is probable the bank will try to hold 
the company responsfble. 

Officers of the company have heard noth- 
ing of Quentin’s whereabouts. They do not 
know whether he is living or dead.

The enemy had planned to wreck our ar- 
tillery transport train. This attempt was a 
failure, but a span of the iron railway 
bridge over the river was destroyed, ham- 
pering the American transportation for 
some time. 

The Filipinos cut the girders, intending 
to have the structure fall with the train, 
but it collapsed prematurely of its own 
weight. 

The Bagbag River, which is about 100 
yards wide at that point, was splendidly 
fortified, and the Americans were com- 

pelled to approach an open space from 
which the rebels had cleared every ob- 
struction to sight. The bank of the river, 
a high bluff, was surmounted with trench- 
es, capped with rocks, loopholed and part- 
ly hidden by bushes. 

Gen. Wheaton’s brigade approached the 
river slong the aaa em leaving camp be- 
yond Malolos City. Gen. Hale was earlier 
on the march and sweeping westward to- 
ward the railroad. The armored train was 
being pushed by Chinamen, the Twentieth 
Kansas Regiment advancing in an ex- 
tended order on the left and the First Mon- 
tana Regiment, with the Utah Light Artil- 
a” on the right. 

e rapid- arfaae guns on the train opened 
at 11:30 a. m., about a mile from the river, 
their popping alternating continuously with 
the boom of the six-pounders. 

The Montana Regiment and the Utah 
woke gal | batteries at the same time en- 
tered e jungle from which the insur- 
gents, who were occupying a large, strag- 
gling village, poured heavy volleys. 

In the course of an hour the Americans 
had forced a passage through the woods to 
the open space in front of the river, and 
the artillery, immediately naa into 
the open, began shellin the Filipino 
trenches. 

At this point in the advance meen kK, | 
Twentieth Kansas. led by Ca Belt wood, 
performed one of the most br lant achieve- 
oats of the campaign. The regiment was 
being held in reserve, and Company K 
oharged a distaricoe of a quarter of a mile 
over a oorn-field to the bank of the Bag- 
bag River, near the bridge, where the in- 
surgents from a trench were peppering 4 
armored train, then about 200 yards. back 
down the track. The bridge had been cut 
to stop the armored train. The company 
fo mand shelter in, a ditch. 

Col. Frederi Funston called for vol- 
unteers to cross the river, and the Colonel 
meng A ry a a of Com- 
pany K, a private o ompany E, Trump- 
eter Barsfield and Corporal son of 
Company I crawled along the tron girders. 

While this was going on the men of Com- 
pany K from the ditch were fusillading the 
trenches in the endeayor to divert attention, 
but the Filipinos got the range from a 
trench down the river, and their bullets 
yoda spattered the water under the struc- 
ure. 

Having réached the breken span, the 
Eiall but. valorous party Americans: slid 
down the caisson, swam a few yards to the 
Phore and crawled up the bank, the little 
Colonel leading the way to the trenches, 
revolver in hand, while the few remaining 
Filipinos bolted 
Col. Funston said afterward: 

“It wasn’t much to do. We knew they 
eould not shoot straight, and that our boys 
would attend to them while we were cross- 
ng 


About this time the rest of the advance 
line heard the cheers of the Kansas troops 
announcing that the Americans had crossed 
the river. 

Gen. Hale’s men began to ford the Chico, 
a branch of the Bagbag, stretching to the 
northeast. The General himself plunged 
in up to ibis neck, and the regiments. ell 
carrving flags, floundered across the stream. 

The guns of the Utah Light Artillery 
were dragged over next and formed an ex- 
tended line to advance upon the trenches 
before Calumpit, from which the Filipinos 
were pouring continuous volleys.

BENJAMIN LovE, WHO KILLED 
HIM, ESCAPED.

Thrilling Tragedy in an Open Field 
Viewed by Other Farmers at a 
Distance, Who Could WNot 
Reach the 6cene. 


Benjamin Love, a prominent young farm- 
er,-and Anton Sohaefer, a° farm hand, 
fought a desperate duel with pitchforks 
near O'Fallon in St.. Clair County Tuesday 
evening. Schaefor was killed. Love fled and 
has not been captured. 

Love is a son-in-law of Henry Obernue- 
fermann, one of the most prominent farm- 
ets in the O’Palior community. Schaefer 
was in Ris employ. 

Tuesday afternoon Love and Schaefer 
drove to the Bertram farm, three miles 
west of O'Fallon, for a load of straw to 
spread over a potato field. 

The strawstack was in a field some dis- 
tance from the Bertram house. The men 
had the wagon about half loaded when a 
quarrel arose between them. Nobody knows 
positively what caused it, The supposition 
is that a dispute arose about the work, but 
there are hints of a graver cause. 

They were seen from a distance to rush 
upon each other with upraised pitchforks. 

For several moments they struggied, 
thrusti pa and siriking, each 
} om ay y trying, either with murderous 

—e or with the instinct of self- -preser- 

lon, to give the other a death wound. 
it was Love who was first able to break 
down his adversary’s defense. He thrust 
the tined weapon at Schaefer with all his 
might. Schaefer sank to the ground, his 
pitchfork falling from his palsied hands. 

Love threw his pitchfork down and ran 
wildly away. He was seen, still running, 
to snipe a strip of timber, and nobody has 
seen him since. 

The people who hurried to the straw 
stack in the middle of the field found 
Schaefer ° unconscious where he had 
fallen. wi his life bloo pininine. ore 
son the yellow straw. Before he co 
removed he died. 

Sheriff Hermann Barnickol of Belleville 
was notified by a mounted messenger eariy 
Wednesday morning. He left immediately 
for the scene of the crime and igs in pur- 
suit of the fugitive. 

Coroner Schildroth went to the Bertram 
farm. later in in the day to hold the inquest.
